ELOPED. WITH 


FRANK BECKMAN’S WIFE RUNS 
AWAY WITH JOE EARLY. 


THEY CLEANED OUT THE HOUSE. 


Took Two Koads of Furniture, the 
Husband’s Sunday Clothes and — 
Left an Adopted Child. 


The home of Frank Beckman, at 407 South 
Broadway, is deserted. His wife Anna, 
3%, has run away with Joseph Egrly, a 
boarder. The abandoned husband says the 
elopers took $100 in money and two wagon 
loads of clothing, furniture, etc. 

Beckman spent an hour in the Four Courts 
Wednesday looking for sympathy and jus- 
tice. 

“Early came to my house last August,” 
Beckman said, ‘in rags, hu y and out of 
work. I felt sorry for him and asked my 
wife to let him stay with us. Then I got 
him a job. He was a harnessmaker and 
made plenty of money. He dressed himself 
up and for a while paid his board. I was 
working for the Street Department and was 
away from home all day. 

“A friend of mine told: me a month ago 
that I had better watch out or Early and 
Anna would elopex They seemed to think a 
good deal of each other. I noticed that 
too, but I liked Early and he seemed to 
think as much of me as if I were his 
brother. Anna and I had no children, but 
Early was exceptionally nd to our 12- 
year-old adopted daughter, Sarah. He 
bought her presents, and I thought he was 
all right. 

“Monday, while I was at work, my wife 
sent our daughter to spend the day with a 
friend. Then Early came with an express 
wagon. They made two trips and took all 
of my wife’s belongings and all of mine 
of any value. Every shirt I had, save the 
one I now. wear, was taken. My Sunday 
clothes and nearly everything else went. In 
a dresser drawer was $100 that I had saved, 
and they took it. 


“When I got home I was so surprised I 
didn’t know what to do. When Sarah got 
home I questioned her, but she knew no 
more than I did. Anna and I had been 
married for.sixteen years. She was a good 
tg woman. I can hardly believe she 
is so false. Early is only about 27 years 
old. He’s good looking and by his soft 
speeches and winning ways has made my 
wife forget her duty.”’ 

The public prosecutor told Beckman that 
he could not issue a warrant. The law says 
a@ woman cannot steal from her husband. 
As for Early no warrant would be issued 
until the lice could locate him.

Dr. William Nifong Gave the Injection 
to the Boy at the Christian 
Orphans’ Home. 


James M. Williamson, 15 years ol4, died} 


at the Christian Orphans’.Home on Aubert 
avenue Tuesday afternoon under circum- 
stances most remarkable from a medical 
standpoint. 

At 8 o’clock In the afternoon Williamson 
was given an immunizing injection of anti- 
toxin for the purpose of preventing diph- 
theria. Forty minutes later the boy was a 
corpse. The injection was made by Dr. Will- 
fam Nifong. The case is a puzzle for the 
medical ‘fraternity and is the subject of 
much comment among St. Louis physicians. 

An autopsy under direction of the Coroner 
is in progress this afternoon. In response to 
a request of relatives, the body was not re- 
moved, and the Coroner’s investigation is) 
pein a at the institution where the vic-

Williamson was the brother of the matron. 
of the Christian Orphans’ Home. Several 
days ago diphtheria became epidemic in that 
institution and it was decided to have ev- 
erybody about the place immunized Dy the 
anti-toxin process. Dr, Nifong was called 
yesterday for that pu se. he boy who 
died had not yet been attacked by diphthe- 
ria, although he had been exposed to con- 
tagion. He was the fourth one on the list 
for anti-toxin injection. 

The others were not injured by the in- 
jection, and, although the same bottle of 
antitoxin was used for all, shortly after 
the injection Young Williamson exclaimed: 
“IT feel as if needles and pins were prick- 
ing 3 body all over." 

Dr. Nifong was still in the building, and 
his attention was called to the complaint 
of the youth. The pricking sensation 


resulted in a death-lke sickness of the 
stomach. 

Vomiting followed and death ensued. The 
boy remained conscious until near the end. 

“I cannot understand it,’’ said Jacob F. 
Williamson, father of the youth, “for the 
other subjects who were injected out of the 
same bottle and under the same circum- 
stances are not injured in the least.’ 

Dr, Frank Nifong, son of the doctor, who 
made the injection and who practices with 
his father, said: ‘“‘We prefer not to make 
a statement for publication at this time. 
It is certainly a strange case and a very 
distressing one. Ajll can..say about it 
is that the boy must have been suffering 
from some infirmity of..which my fatter 
was not aware. e was simply injected 
along with the others.’’

NIE RAUSCH. 


LIFE DEPENDS ON THE X RAY. 


The Victim Has a Bullet in the Spine 
and the Probable Murderer 
Has Escaped. 


Upon the success of an experiment with 
the X-ray hangs the life of Annie Rausch, 
the 18-year-old girl of 2314 Scott avenue, 
who was shot Tuesday evening by John 
Thomas because she refused to marry him. 

The girl has been removed to the Bap- 
tist Hospital and an effort will be made 
Wednesday afternoon to locate and remove 
the bullet, which is in her spine, and which 
momentarily threatens death.

The law under which the proposition was 
submitted provides that “two-thirds of 


those voting at the election,” shall be in 
favor of it in order for it to carry. Whether 
this could construed to mean two- 
thirds of the vote on the proposition was 
the question which created the uncertainty. 

Public Librarian Crunden, after 4 care- 
ful re-examination of the law, stated that 
the proposition had been defeated. 

ate Arthur Lee of the Public Library, 
who framed the law, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he was undecided whether it 
required two-thirds of the votes cast at the 
election or merely two-thirds of the vote 
on the proposition itself. 

Up to 11 o’clock, Mr. Crunden felt hope- 
ful. He called at Mr. Lee’s office to find 
out the requirements of the law, but Mr. 
Lee was ongaaed in defending Jim French, 
on trial in the United States District Court. 

Mr. Crunden kept up his spirits until he 

ot back to his office and read over the 
aw. 

“IT am afraid there is only one construc- 
tion to be placed on it,” he then said, 
“Here is the way the law reads: 

“ ‘And if two-thirds of the qualified voters 
of such incorporated city voting at such 
election shal] vote ‘for the increased tax 
for the erection of a free public library 
building’ the tax specified in such notice 
shalj be levied and collected in like man- 
ner th other general taxes of said in- 
cor ted city, and shall be known as 
the library building fund.’ 

“The words ‘voting at such elections,’ ap- 
pears to settle it,’’ continued Mr. Crun- 
den. “If two-thirds of the vote on the 
roposition itself sufficed, the law would 
ave read, ‘voting on such pepeeen. 

“And I am afraid any doubt on the mat- 
ter is further dissipated by what precedes 
it and SPORTY miter erets the reference to 
‘such election.’ ere is what it says: 

“*The proper authorities of such incor- 
porated city shall in the next legal notice 
of a regular election in such incorporated 
city give notice that at such election every 
voter may vote for an annual increased rate 
of taxation: for —— years of —— mills tax 
per annum for the erection of a free public 
library building.’ 

“To my non-legal mind,”” resumed Mr. 
Crunden, “that settles it beyond doubt. The 
provision I last read makes it al] the worse 
for us because we can submit the. propo- 
sition again only at the next genera! elec- 
tion. Otherwise it would be resubmitted at 
the approaching special school election, As 
it is, we must submit to a delay of about 
two years, our next opportunity being the 
aaa eamen election, a year from next 
all. 

“However, here’s one ray of comfort,” 
continued r. Crunden, taking a letter 
from his des “This is from Secretary 
Saunders of the Board of Election Com- 
missioners. Here is what he says: 


***St. Louis, April 5, 1897. 
“*My Dear Mr. Crunden: wish you 
would say to the members of the Board for 
me that, no matter how the proposition 
fares to-morrow, I think your campaign 
could not have been excelled. It has been 
admirable. In spite of the difficulty I have

‘There were about 18,000 persons who voted 
at the election and failed to vote on the 
library proposition,’”’ resumed Mr. Crunden. 
“I believe that if these had voted on the 

uestion, 15,000 of them would have been 
avorable, which would have more than car- 
ried it. Four years ago we polled six-sev- 
enths of the total vote cast for any can- 
didate, in favor of the proposition for a 
free library. 

“My explanation for the failure of s0 
many to vote is that they forgot to do so 
or were ignorant that such a proposition 
was before them. The latter is to be- 
lieve, but I know several intelligent men 
who, up to a few days ago, were unaware 
of the proposition. A great many who 
voted yesterday were undoubtedly persons 
who either cannot or do not read. 

“If we had been permitted to ut the 
school boys to work at the polls I feel sure 
we would have carried our point. With sev- 
eral thousand young men at work on this 
prea alone, the vote would have 
been increased by 9,000 at least. 

“As for the vote against the proposition, 
I can only explain that on the theory that 
those voting that way were parsimonious,

Mr. Moody looks like ex-President Har- 
rison.

One hammers religion in with vitu- 
peration, the other draws it out by plain 
and fervent reasoning. 

Mr. Moody will not have to face again 
an audience like that of last night. It 
would be hard to analyze the throng. In 
the vast sea of faces that rose from the 
orchestra rail to the top of the gallery were 
all sorts and conditions of people. Unlike 
the afternoon gathering, there was a large 
representation of men. There were rich 
and poor, young and old. In the front row 
of the ad, ay a child in a cheap red gown 
slept soundly through Mr. Moody's dis-

Rev. W. W. Boyd, president of the Civic 
Federation, is firm in his belief that the 
Civic Federation was a potent factor in 
yesterday’s election, and will be more 
potent in the future. The organization will 
be maintained and strengthened. 

Reviewing the election, Dr. Boyd said: 

“In the irrepressible conflict for muni- 
cipal reform the recent election was a Bull 


Run, but Antietam and Appomattox Court 
House are yet to come. he issue in the 
election at Chicago and here in St. Louis 
was essentially the same—to down the ma- 
chine. There it is called a Democratic vic- 
tory, here a Republican; but in neither case 
was the revolt strong enough to accom- 
plish its purpose. 

“There were special reasons why here 
in St. Louis the attempt was unsuccessful. 
The Civic Federation did its best to de- 
feat Mr. Ziegenhein; it could not have done 
more than it did, and we have no regrets. 
The responsibility is now transparent to 
the citizens. 

“There were unsurmountable obstacles. 
First. the division in the Democratic party 
invited defeat. Had there been one strong 
Democratic candidate for Mayor, accept- 
abte to independent Republicans, Mr. Zieg- 
enhein would have been defeated, but there 
were two, Mr. Harrison and Mr. Meri- 
wether. and many independent Republic- 
ans believed that the real issue lay be- 
tween Ziegenhein and Meriwether, and 
fearing the result of Meriwether’s election 
an the business interests of the communi- 
ty, they chose what they thought to be the 
lesser of two evils and voted for Ziegen- 
hein. Moreover, no Republican newspaper 
in the city really supported the independ- 
erit movement.

Moreover, the latter part of last week, the 
regular Democrats seemed to lose heart, be- 
cause they were attempting to make bricks 
without straw, while their opponents 
seemed to have all the funds neceSsary for 
an aggressive conduct of the campaign. 
The Democrats fought on the defensive, 
and as Napoleon said, ‘An army that fights 
on the defensive is a beaten army.’ 

“The victory of the Republican machine 
was due to its aggressiveness, supported by 
ample funds, Yet despite all this Isaac M. 
Mason, Repudlican candidate for Auditor, 
who was a member of the Central Council 
of the Federation, had in round numbers a 
majority of 24,000, while Mr. Ziegenhein had 
a majority of but 6,000. There must have 
been, therefore, some Civic Federation 
scratching in this result. Again, it was 
stated by a morning Republican organ edi- 
torially that 65,000 votes would be cast for 
Ziegenhein. He received 48,000. The McKin- 
ley majority in St. Louis was about 15,000, 
Ziegenhein’s but 6,000. Last fall 110,000 votes 
were cast, at the city election 91,000. Here 
were 4,000 stay-at-homes, the majority ot 
whom, doubtless, were disgusted with both 


parties,

DANGEROUS QUARRY HOLE. 


Health Department Has Tried in Vain 
to Get It Filled. 


The day following the Republican vic- 
tory a Republican politician called at the 
City Hall to protest against a nuisance 
due to Republican maladministration. 

Louis Spelbrink, ex-member of the House 


of Délegates, was the ‘“knocker.’’ There 
is a big quarry hole in the alley between 
Taylor an# Newstead avenues, Papin street 
and Clayton road which is a menace to 
life and health. About one-fifth of it is 
on city property. The rest is owned by 
Patrick McCann. 

Several months ago the sanitary officials 
tried to make McCann fill his part of the 
hole. He said the city could not compel 
him to fill his property until # filled its 
own, and the courts sustained him. 

Chief Sanitary Officer Francis has writ- 
ten half a bushel of letters and the Board 
of Health has passed resolutions calling 
upon the Street Commissioner to fill the 
hole, but it remains, an inverted monu- 
ment to “ey gg + inefficiency. 

“If there is a hole on the property of a 
poor. man, the city makes him fill it up,” 
said Mr. Spelbrink, “but the city does 
nothing about those -on its own property.” 

Mr. rancis threw up his hands. “You 
are right,”” he said, “‘you have a right to 
kick, but the Health Department can do no 
more than it has. Go to the Street Com- 
missioner. The Board has called upon him 
repeatedly to fill up that and other quarry 
holes. He has not done it.” 

Mr. Spelbrink sighed and went away. 

McCann, Spelbrink says, is now dumping 
stable sweepings and other offensive ma- 
terial into the hole. The Sanitary Depart- 
ment will investigate and may haul Pat 
up before Judge Peabody. 

Two suits for heavy damages are now 
pending against the oy on account of loss 
of life in a quarry hole.

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CHICAGO AND ILLINOIS. 

The Post-Dispatch, referring the other 
day to the statement that one hundred 
thousand votes would elect a Mayor of 
Chicago this year, expressed the. opinion 
that Carter H. Harrison would poll many 
more than that number. His total vote 
at the election Tuesday will reach nearly 
if not quite 145,000. His plurality is over 
77,000, and he polled a clear majority over 
all the other candidates. 

This result is deeply significant for sev- 
eral reasons, First, nearly 300,000 votes 
were polled, making the result clearly and 
emphatically expressive of a-sweeping 
change since November in the minds of 
the voters. Second, Carter Harrison is 


_ strongly representative of the most ad- 


vanced Democracy and a prominent and 
courageous advocate of tne demand for 
the remonetization of silver. Third, the 
platform on which he ran was a reaffirm- 
ation of the Chicago platform of 1896, 
Fourth, against his candidacy stood the 
Wall Street Democrats, who voted for 
McKinley last year, and who found in 
Wash Hesing, the Cleveland Postmaster 
of Chicago, the candidate representing 
théir views and who stood toward Hars 
rison as Palmer stood toward Bryan dur- 
ing last year’s campaign. 

Harrison's sweeping victory, as the re- 
sult of such a campaign, has a signifi- 
cance which Republicans will not find 
it safe to underestimate. Chicago, most 
emphatic of all the great cities of the 
country in its abject submission to the 
golden calf, is most emphatic of all of 
them in tearing down that false god of 
delusive hopes and broken promises. Re- 
penting in the ashes of 1ts dead furnace 
fires, it would rather wreak vengeance 
than do penance.

which have compelled the hostile attention.

curse followed the ten pieces of silver, laid 
down this principle of life: 
“I believe it is a religious duty to get all 
the money you can; get it fairly, religiously 
and horestly—and give away all you can.” 
By way of illustrating how early he began 
to observe the latter half of this ethical 
rule, the mentor of youth, who “fairly, 
religiously and honestly” has made himself 
in thirty years’ time probably the richest 
man in the United States, recounted to his 
auditors some of his early benefactions. 
When, in the days of his simple youth, he 
paid 3 shillings for a pair of mittens, the 
ledger in which he painstakingly entered all 
his disbursements showed that he gave 
away $5.58. To the missionary cause he gave 
10 cents, to the Sabbath school 5, to a min- 
isterial student 10. Though he lived in 
Cleveland, O., his great and charitable heart 
ached for the spiritual ills of those in other 
cities, and he dispatched to the Five Points 
Mission, in New York, 12 cents. All was 
neatly entered in the little ledger. All from 
the 10 cents to a ministerial student to the 
later millions for a great university is duly 
recorded and much of it openly announced 
with humble pride for the edification and 
emulation of aspiring youth. No weak 
obedience to the injunction, “When thou 
doest alms let not thy left hand know what 
the right hand doeth,” ts allowed to re- 
strain a gentleman who, disbursing in phil- 
anthropy the gains of oppressive monop- 
oly, findsdt more pleasant, politic and profit- 
able to let his light shine before men. 
Perhaps, however, the philanthropic right 
hand was not informed of the work which 
the business-like left wag doing to bring in 
the money, a portion of which wag to be 
given away. Yet the information is written 
large in the reports of legislative commit- 
tees compelled by the clamor of men ruined 
that philanthropy might thrive to investi- 
gate the mysterious force which was depop- 
ulating oil flelds, closing refineries and strik- 
ing down industry. It is written not s0 
large in the curious contracts with railroad 
officials, by which they agreed to swindle 
their stockholders and to swindle their pat- 
rons that the 10 cents to a ministerial stu- 
dent might swell to seven millions for a 
plutocratic university. It is suggested in 
the records of courts asked to investigate the 
blowing up ofa rival refinery at Buffalo, 
the obstruction of a rival pipe line and the 
railroad discriminations which drove com- 
petitors out of every field and strewed the 
pathway of the fair, religious and honest 
money getter with his beggared rivals. It 
is more than hinted at in the letter of a 
widow, cozened out of her means of live- 
lihood, who wrote the noble giver of that 
which he wrested from other men: 

“Do not forget, my dear sir, that God will 
judge us morally, not legally, and should 
you offer him your entire monopoly it will 
not make it any easier for you. * * * It 
is enough to drive honest men away from 
the church of God when professing Chris- 
tians do as you have done by me.” 

Fairly, by means of secret and unlawful 
contracts with railroad officials; religiously, 
by using the power of great wealth coupled 
with these sinister railroad agreements to 
deny to weaker men, even to widows and 
orphans, the power to earn a living with 
their own property; honestly, by permitting

BELLIGERENT DEMONSTRATION 
MADE AT ATHENS. 


A PROPOSAL FROM RUSSIA. 


Turkish Government Intimates That 
Present Conditions Cannot 
Continue. 


NEW YORK, April 7.—A dispatch to the 
Fierald from St. Petersburg says: A report 
reaches here in a telegram, received by a 
banker, that the Greeks have given way to 
the Powers. Nothing, however, has been 
officially announced in confirmation of this 
rumor. 


ROME, April 7.—It is seml-officially de- 
nied that Admiral Canevaro has resigned 
or that he has been recalled from com- 
mand_of the international squadron in Cre- 
tan waters. 


ATHTPNS, April 7.—All last night the pal- 
aces of Kin& George and Crown Prince Con- 
stantine were blazing with lights and the 
city generally was illuminated in celebration 
of the anniversary of the declaration of 
Greek independence in 1821. Displays of fire- 
works were numerous and in all parts of 
Athens there were patriotic assemblages at 
which warlike orations were delivered, the 
speakers being greeted with cheers for the 
King and for war. 

During the evening there was a grand 
military tattoo in which all bands in the 
‘city at their full strength took part. The 
whole population thronged the streets, 
cheering everybody and everything with en- 
thusiasm, and at this hour the crowds are 
still parading, singing patriotic songs and 
cheering for war with the Turks. But in 
@pite of this probably unprecedented dem- 
onstration of loyalty and patriotism there 
were no disturbances worth noting. The ut- 
most good humor prevailed, and the duties 
of the police consisted mainly in attempt- 
ing to restrain the patriotic ardor of the 
dense masses of people who pressed around 
the palaces. 

The equare in front of the King’s palace 
Was packed with people until a late hour, 
all clamoring to see His Majesty and shout- 
ing for war. During the day nine civil- 
fans and two policemen were injured in 
accidents arising from the crushes, which 
continued all day. 

Gen. Coreneos, a retired military man and 
a life-long agitator, led the biggest crowd 
which marched to the King’s palace yester- 
day afternoon. It was evident from the ex- 
citement which prevailed that the people are 
bent on war at any cost, unless all the de- 


mands of Greece are acceded to by the 
Powers.

COURT OF APPEALS DECISION.

The Court of Appeals decided in an opin- 
ion handed down Wednesday morning that 
Duestrow and Duestrow’s estate were not 
liable for the cost of the proceedings insti- 
tuted to ascertain his mental condition.

to put his finger on the staute authorizing 
their taxation.”

WILMOT’S MEN SIMPLY PLAYED 
AROUND THEM AT WILL. 


WEAK SPOTS THUS DISPLAYED. 


Minneapolis in Fine Form and Shows 
the Good Results of That Scuth- 
ern Training Trip. 


The first “crushing defeat” for the Browns 
of the season of 1897 was administered in 
scientific style Tuesday afternoon by the 
gum-chewing Walter Wilmot and his white- 
coated band of millers from Minneapolis.

they played and defeated such teams as 
Uncle Anson's Chicago sluggers. Their con- 
dition had all to do with their victory. 
They worked well as a team, had their eye 
out for the ball, ran bases like risky 2- 
year-olds and fielded cleanly and with not 
one second wasted. Capt. Wilmot, always 
one of the fleetest men in the big organiza- 
tlon when he played therein, seems to have 
lost none of his old-time speed. When he 
sees a ball coming his way, he knows di- 
rectly if he can get to it. If it ts bound 
beyond him he strikes out on a dead run 
and heads it off.
